^  Toronto:  the  Queen  City  of  Canada 
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HE  CITY  OF  TORONTO  is  the  capital  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  and  the  second  city  in  Canada  in  size  and  commercial 
importance,  having  with  its  numerous  suburbs  a  population  of 
about  250,000.  It  occupies  a  strategic  position  as  an  industrial 
and  distributing  centre.  Situated  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Ontario,  with  an  excellent  natural  harbor,  it  is  readily  accessible 
by  water,  while  inland  there  is  a  large  extent  of  country  naturally 
tributary  to  it.  The  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian  Pacific  systems, 
with  the  lines  under  their  control,  give  the  city  a  radius  of  eight 
roads  running  north,  east  and  west,  tapping  the  country  districts 
in  every  direction.  There  are  few  localities  which  possess  in 
equal  measure  the  advantages  in  position  and  surroundings  which 
conduce  to  the  building  up  of  a  great  commercial  centre,  and  to 
the  fact  that  these  have  been  fully  seconded  by  the  foresight  and 
enterprise  of  its  citizens,  is  due  the  rapidity  of  its  development 
and  the  position  that  it  now  occupies. 


Scarboro  Bluffs,  six  miles  east  of  Toronto 


Though  essentially  a  modern  city,  and  in  this  respect  pre¬ 
senting  a  strong  contrast  to  its  eastern  rival,  Montreal,  Toronto 
is  not  without  historic  interest.  As  early  as  1749  the  French  established  a  trading  post, 
known  as  Fort  Rouille,  on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Industrial  Exhibition  grounds.  In 
1 793  Governor  Simcoe  chose  Toronto  as  the  site  for  the  capital  ot  the  new  Province  ot 
Upper  Canada,  the  settlement  being  then  known  as  York.  It  1803  it  had  a  population  of 
456.  During  the  war  of  1812  the  town  was  captured  by  the  American  forces  and  the 

Parliament  buildings  burned.  Its  status  as  a  city  dates  back  to  1834  when  it  was 
incorporated  under  its  present  name  of  Toronto,  a  word  of  Huron  origin,  which  is  understood 
to  signify  a  “place  of  meeting.”  It  is  somewhat  significant,  in  view  of  this  old  Indian 
designation,  that  in  later  times  Toronto  has  been  frequently  called  the  “  Convention  City,”  in 
view  of  its  popularity  with  large  international  organizations  as  a  rendezvous  for  their 
gatherings.  At  this  time  Toronto  had  a  population  of  some  10,000.  Its  first  mayor  was 
William  Lyon  Mackenzie,  who,  a  few  years  afterwards,  became  the  leader  of  the  rebellion  of 
1837,  which,  though  unsuccessful  at  the  time,  resulted  in  the  overthrow  of  the  Family 
Compact,  by  which  the  Province  had  been  misgoverned,  and  the  establishment  of  responsible 
government.  The  city  grew  rapidly  in  wealth 
and  importance,  the  construction  of  railways 
being  a  great  factor  in  its  development.  The 
first  railway  terminating  in  Toronto  was  the 
Ontario,  Simcoe  &  Huron,  afterwards  known 
as  the  Northern,  which  was  commenced  in 
1851  and  partially  opened  for  traffic  two 
years  later.  Other  lines  quickly  followed. 

The  Grand  Trunk  was  in  operation  to 
Montreal  in  1855  and  thenceforward  railroad 
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expansion  and  the  growth  of  Toronto  went  forward  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  In  1871  the  population  of  the  city  was 
56,092  and  in  1891  it  had  risen  to  181,215.  In  1884  the 
city  celebrated  its  semi-centennial  with  all  appropriate 
observances.  The  most  noticeable  feature  of  its  more 
recent  history  has  been  the  establishment  of  large 
industrial  enterprises  in  great  number,  which  have  caused 
a  steady  influx  of  population.  The  settlement  of  the 
west  has  contributed  greatly  to  its  prosperity,  that 
immense  territory  being  mainly  dependent  for  its  supplies 
of  manufactured  goods  upon  the  older  provinces,  and  the 
opening  up  of  New  Ontario  has  likewise  benefited  the 
industries  of  the  city.  The  capital  invested  in  manufac¬ 
turing  industries  is  estimated  at  $95,000,000  and  the  value  of  the  yearly  output  at  $97,000,000. 

The  city  extends  for  about  ten  miles  along  the  lake  front,  from  which  the  land  rises 
with  a  gradual  slope.  The  streets,  with  few  exceptions,  all  run  at  right  angles,  and  both 
in  commercial  and  residential  sections  it  presents  a  thoroughly  modern  aspect,  great  progress 
having  been  made  in  recent  years  in  tasteful  and  handsome  architectural  designs  and  street 
adornment.  The  business  portion  displays  many  fine  and  substantial  structures,  testifying, 
in  their  ornate  and  attractive  appearance  and  the  completeness  of  their  equipment  In  accord 
with  present  day  requirements,  to  the  enterprise  and  prosperity  of  the  owners.  There  are 
many  miles  of  fine  residential  streets  which  are  noticeable  for  the  air  of  comfort  and  neatness 
which  prevails,  the  well-kept  boulevards  and  spacious  lawns,  and  the  number  of  fine  well- 
grown  shade  trees  that  temper  the  heat  of  midsummer.  The  general  attractions  of  the  city, 
combined  with  its  advantages  as  a  literary,  educational  and  artistic  centre, 
which  is  visited  by  the  best  musicians,  actors  and  lecturers,  induce  many 
people  of  means  and  leisure  to  make  it  their  home.  Toronto  has  no 
“slums”  in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  is  understood  in  other 
places  of  equal  size,  though  the  influx  of  population  has 
caused  undue  congestion  in  some  neighborhoods,  and  there  are 
few  places  in  which  a  larger  proportion  of  the  houses  are 
owned  by  their  occupants.  Toronto  has  numerous  fine  public 
buildings,  only  a  few  of  which  can  be  mentioned  here.  The 
Parliament  buildings  occupy  a  commanding  position  in  the 
Queen’s  Park,  the  surrounding  grounds  being  tastefully  laid 
out  and  displaying  statues  of  the  late  Queen  Victoria,  Sir 
John  Macdonald  and  Hon.  George  Brown,  in  addition  to  some 
of  an  emblematical  character.  The  buildings  are  of  stone  in 
Romanesque  design,  with  carved  surfaces  in  the  Celtic  and 
Indo-Germanic  style  of  architecture.  I  he  walls  present  a  series 
of  radiating  arches  with  clustered  columns,  the  wall  surfaces 
being-  enriched  at  intervals  with  carvings  and  the  whole 
surmounted  with  a  pyramidal  roof.  The  main  frontage  is  490 
feet  in  length  by  a  depth  of  294  feet,  and  the  centre  faqade 
measures  120  by  125  feet,  rising  to  a  height  of  about  200  feet. 
In  addition  to  the  handsomely  decorated  legislative  chamber,  the 
buildings  contain  the  departmental  offices  and  a  library  of  over 
50,000  volumes.  In  the  immediate  neighborhood  is  Toronto 
University,  a  massive  stone  structure  of  Norman  architecture 
and  mediaeval  aspect,  around  which  are  grouped  a  number  of 
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other  college  building's  belonging  to  affiliated  institutions.  The  education 
department  buildings,  which  also  contain  the  normal  and  model  schools 
and  a  fine  archaeological  museum  and  art  gallery,  are  situated  nearer  the 
business  centre,  and  the  surrounding  grounds  are  a  favorite  public  resort. 

The  City  Hall  and  Court  House  is  very  centrally  located  and  well  worth 
a  visit. 

The  progress  of  the  city  during  the  last  few  years  has  been  very 
rapid,  especially  as  regards  the  establishment  of  new  industries  and  the 
enlargement  of  those  already  in  the  field.  Its  custom  house  receipts  have 
trebled  within  seven  years,  having  risen  from  $4,535,905  in  1898  to 
$13,118,592  in  1905.  The  bank  clearances  amounted  last  year  to 
$1,042,097,066,  being  second  in  volume  only  to  those  of  Montreal.  During 
1905,  which  was  a  record  year  in  the  building  trade,  permits  were  issued  to  the  amount  of 
$10,347,910  and  despite  the  energy  with  which  the  work  was  pushed,  the  construction  of 
dwelling  houses  has  failed  to  keep  pace  with  the  vastly  increased  requirements  of  a  population 
which  is  yearly  receiving  large  accessions  from  less  highly  favored  communities.  The 
population  of  the  city  proper  was  given  by  the  assessment  returns  of  1905  at  262,749,  and 
the  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  flourishing  suburbs,  which,  though  under  separate  municipal 
organizations,  are  to  all  intents  and  purposes  practically  offshoots  of  Toronto  and  a  portion 
of  the  same  community,  will  easily  bring  it  up  to  or  beyond  the  quarter  million.  Toronto  sends 
five  representatives  to  the  Dominion  House  of  Commons  and  four  to  the  provincial  legislature, 
being  legitimately  entitled,  on  the  score  of  population  and  importance,  to  a  considerably  larger 
quota.  Two  of  its  representatives  in  the  latter  body,  Hon.  J.  J.  Foy  and  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne,  are 
members  of  the  Ontario  administration.  The  total  assessment  of  the  city  in  1905  was 
$169,195,316  representing  property  liable  to  taxation,  while  the  value  of  exempted  property, 
including  churches,  government  buildings,  educational  and  charitable  institutions,  was  placed 
at  $30,273,000.  There  are  265  miles  of  streets,  generally  well  paved,  many  of  the  leading 
thoroughfares  being  of  asphalt  and  the  sidewalks  largely  of  cement.  The  strictness  of  the 
building  regulations  has  secured  the  construction  of  a  much  superior  class  of  buildings  to 
those  frequently  seen  in  other  cities  of  similar  importance.  The  Toronto  Street  Railway,  with 
its  95  miles  of  car  tracks,  furnishes  an  efficient  service  at  lower  rates  than  are  usually  exacted 
elsewhere,  a  transfer  system  making  the  most  distant  points  in  the  city  accessible  for  a 
single  fare. 

The  attractiveness  of  Toronto  is  considerably  heightened  by  the  large  number  of  parks 
and  pleasure  grounds  either  within  its  limits  or  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  The  total 
park  area  embraced  within  the  city  proper  is  1,640  acres.  The  most  central  of  these  is  the 
Queen’s  Park,  about  half  a  mile  from  the  heart  of  the  city,  where  are  many  fine  old  trees 
and  wide  expanses  of  lawn  ;  High  Park  in  the  extended  west,  375  acres  in  extent,  much  of 

which  is  still  clothed  with  the  natural  forest 
growth,  presenting  a  wide  variety  of  scenery; 
Reservoir  Park  in  the  north,  including  a 
picturesque  and  well-wooded  ravine  ;  Riverdale 
Park  in  the  east  end,  the  attractions  of  which 
are  increased  by  the  Zoo,  where  a  large 
collection  of  wild  animals  and  birds  are  to  be 
seen,  are  all  favorite  resorts  and  should  not 
be  overlooked  by  the  visitor.  The  favorite  and 
most  frequented  pleasure  ground,  however,  is 
the  island,  a  strip  of  land  extending  across  the 
city’s  front  and  enclosing  the  harbor.

Early  History  of  Odd  Fellowship 

By  John  A.  Macdonald,  Past  Grand  Representative  (Ontario) 

HE  antiquity  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
has  furnished  a  theme  for  many  gifted  writers  in 
preparing  articles  on  the  history  of  one  of  the  grandest 
fraternal  institutions  that  was  ever  devised  for  the 
uplifting  and  betterment  of  the  human  race.  Some 
have  gone  back  into  the  archives  of  remote  a<^es  to 
trace  its  origin  as  an  established  institution  of  past 
centuries,  but  beyond  the  fact  that  at  almost  every 
period  of  the  world’s  history  there  are  evidences  of 
fraternal  bonds  having  existed  between  men  who  were 
gether  by  the  ties  of  a  common  friendship,  there  is  no 
that  Odd  Fellowship,  as  we  know  it,  had  an  organized 
previous  to  the  seventeenth  century.  In  that  epoch  there 
the  City  of  London,  England,  a  society  known  as  “The 
•  rder  of  Odd  Fellows,”  which  was  organized  by  a  number 
of  workmen  for  purposes  of  social  enjoyment.  Beyond  that  the  promoters  had  no  definite  purpose 
other  than  to  induce  “every  good  fellow  to  be  an  Odd  Fellow.”  It  was  a  very  informal  association 
of  kindred  spirits,  without  any  clearly  defined  objects,  except  convivial  enjoyment  and  social 
pleasure.  But  the  name  lived  as  the  years  rolled  on,  and  gradually  the  institution  was  brought 
from  its  chaotic  state  into  a  system  of  fraternal  benevolence  and  reciprocal  aid  which  proved  useful 
and  beneficial  to  its  members.  Then  the  Order  began  to  grow,  and  lodges  were  formed  throughout 
England  which  became  popular,  although  strange  to  say  they  had  no  uniform  system  of  work.  It 
needed  the  hand  of  a  master  moulder  to  get  the  institution  into  concrete  form,  for  there  were 
divisions  and  dissensions  among  men  in  those  days  as  now,  with  consequent  envies  and  jealousies. 

In  England,  during  the  eighteenth  century,  there  existed  three  different  organizations  beari  ng  the 
name  of  “  Odd  Fellows,”  which  were  known  as  the  LJnion  Order,  the  London  or  Ancient  Order, 
and  finally  the  Manchester  Unity.  These  elements,  each  with  a  different  ritual,  could  not  harmonize, 
and  the  institution  dragged  along  without  any  very  great  progress  being  made,  until  the  seeds  of 
Odd  Fellowship  were  planted  on  American  soil  on  the  26th  of  April, 

1819,  by  Thomas  Wildey,  who  may  rightly  be  termed  the  Father 
and  Founder  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  as  we  enjoy 
it  to-day. 

About  the  year  1804,  Father  Wildey  had  been  initiated  into  an 
Odd  Fellows’  Lodge  in  the  City  of  London,  at  the  age  of  22,  and 
became  active  in  the  work  of  the  Order  until  his  removal  to  America 
in  1817.  Settling  in  Baltimore,  he  met  another  Englishman  named 
John  Welch,  who  had  also  been  a  member  of  the  Order  in  the  old 
country.  The  two  friends  conceived  the  idea  of  forming  a  lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows  in  their  new  American  home,  and  by  the  aid  of  an 
advertisement  inserted  in  a  Baltimore  newspaper,  were  fortunate 
enough  to  discover  two  more  members  of  the  fraternity,  namely, 

John  Duncan  and  John  Cheatham.  The  four  brothers,  having

satisfied  themselves  that  each  was  a  genuine  English  Odd  Fellow,  resolved  to  discover  one  more, 
as  it  required  five  members  to  form  a  lodge  under  ancient  usage.  They  accordingly  inserted 
another  notice  in  the  “Baltimore  American”  on  the  27th  of  March,  1819,  when  Richard  Rushworth 
answered  the  call  as  “the  fifth  link,”  and  the  magic  number  was  complete. 

It  was  then  decided  to  form  a  lodge  forthwith,  and  in  a  room  in  the  “Seven  Stars”  Hotel,  on 
Second  street,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  on  the  26th  of  April,  1819,  the  five  brothers  met,  and  after 
obligating  each  other  in  due  form,  solemnly  instituted  and  opened  the  first  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows 
organized  in  America,  which  they  named  “Washington  Lodge,  No.  1.”  Thomas  Wildey  was 
installed  as  Noble  Grand  and  John  Welch  as  Vice-Grand.  “Thus  with  all  due  formality  and 
dignity,”  as  related  by  our  lamented  brother,  James  L.  Ridgeley,  “was  the  first  stone  laid  in  the 
foundation  of  American  Odd  Fellowship.” 

From  this  beginning — the  planting  of  this  small  acorn — the  sturdy  oak  of  Odd  Fellowship 
has  grown  and  flourished  on  this  continent,  until  its  branches  at  the  present  day  shelter  over  a 
million  and  a  half  of  our  brethren  who  owe  allegiance  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Of  the  early  struggles  of  the  sturdy  pioneers  who  launched  the  Ark  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
their  steadfast  endeavors  to  keep  it  afloat  on  sometimes  very  troublous  seas,  it  is  not  the 
purpose  to  dilate  in  the  condensed  space  at  the  command  of  the  writer.

immediately  granted.  On  February  1st,  1820,  a  charter  was  issued  by  that  body  to  “Washington 
Lodge,  No.  1,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  with  power  to 
grant  a  Warrant  or  Dispensation  to  a  number  of  brothers  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
in  any  State  of  the  Union,  for  the  encouragement  and  support  of  brothers  of  the  said  Order  when 
on  travel  or  otherwise.”  During  the  succeeding  year  there  existed  some  dissensions  and  troubles 
among  the  pioneers  as  to  how  the  first  Grand  Lodge  should  be  constituted,  which  was  finally 
cleared  away  by  the  members  of  Washington  Lodge  deciding  to  surrender  the  warrant  they  had 
received  from  Duke  of  York  Lodge  to  a  Committee  of  Past  Grands  of  Washington  Lodge.  This 
being  done,  the  Past  Grands  assembled  on  February  22nd,  1821,  and  proceeded  to  organize  as  a 
Grand  Lodge  under  the  style  and  title  of  the  “  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  and  the  United  States,” 
with  the  choice  of  the  following  officers  :  Thomas  Wildey,  Grand  Master  ;  John  P.  Entwisle, 
Deputy  Grand  Master  ;  Wm.  S.  Couth,  Grand  Warden  ;  John  Welch,  Grand  Secretary  ;  John 
Boyd,  Grand  Guardian,  and  Wm.  Larkham,  Grand  Conductor.  Thus  was  launched  the  parent 
Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  America,  or  what  became  known  all  over  the  world  as  “The 
Baltimore  Unity.”  Charters  were  granted  to  Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Franklin  Lodge, 
No.  2,  both  located  in  Baltimore,  and  from  these  organizations  the  seeds  of  Odd  Fellowship  were 


scattered  far  and  wide  throughout  the  United  States.  For  the  succeeding  four  years  the 
Order  made  considerable  progress,  and  having  been  established  in  Massachusetts,  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  it  became  necessary  to  broaden  its  scope  in  name  as  well  as  in  practice. 
Therefore  the  name  was  changed  to  the  “Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,”  and  on  the  22nd 
of  February,  1825,  the  first  session  of  that  Grand  Body  was  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
Its  constitution  had  been  already  adopted  at  a  preliminary  meeting  held  on  the  15th  of 
January,  1825,  and  the  officers  were  installed  at  an  adjourned  meeting  held  on  March  30th, 
1825,  as  follows  :  Thomas  Wildey,  Grand  Master  ;  John  Welch,  D.G.M.  ;  Wm.  Williams, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  Thomas  Mitchell,  Grand  Guardian. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  1826,  the  Manchester  Unity  granted  an  independent  charter  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  is  recorded  by  Ridgeley  as  being  “the  charter  of 
independence  of  American  Odd  Fellowship,”  as  it  contained  full  power  to  conduct  the  business 
of  Odd  Fellowship  without  the  interference  of  any  other  country. 

With  the  zealous  Thomas  Wildey  as  the  first  Grand  Sire,  and  a  devoted  band  of  brothers  to 
assist  him  in  disseminating  the  principles  of  the  Order  throughout  the  land,  the  “  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  ”  entered  upon  an  era  of  prosperity.  Foremost  among  his  colleagues  of  those 
early  years  was  Brother  James  L.  Ridgeley,  who  for  over  forty  years  held  the  position  of

at  the  age  of  22,  and  at  once  threw  his  whole  soul  into  the  work  of  assisting  Father  Wildey  and 
his  associates  to  extend  its  sphere  of  usefulness.  While  Father  Wildey  was  the  founder  of  Odd 
Fellowship  in  America,  Bro.  Ridgeley  may  aptly  be  termed  “the  builder,”  for  it  was  mainly  through 
his  untiring  efforts  that  the  real  work  of  expansion  was  accomplished.  To  him  is  ascribed  the 
glory  of  elevating-  the  society  to  a  high  moral  plane,  based  upon  the  foundation  of  “The  Fatherhood 
of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,”  and  his  whole  life  was  spent  in  endeavoring  to  promote 
by  every  possible  means  a  higher  life  of  Faith,  Morality  and  Virtue,  symbolized  in  our  triple 
link  under  the  motto  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 

During  the  latter  years  of  his  life,  when  the  weight  of  years  was  upon  him,  he  grieved  much 
because  of  his  inability  to  perform  the  active  work  he  desired  to  do  for  the  Order,  and  in  formu¬ 
lating  his  conception  of  Odd  Fellowship  to  his  brethren  bequeathed  the  legacy  in  these  solemn 
words  :  “  My  days  of  practical  usefulness  are  passing  away  ;  I  cannot  much  longer  mingle  in 
the  counsels  of  the  Order.  Certainly  I  can  no  longer  write  and  speak  for  the  Institution  as  in 
days  gone  by.  This  doubtless  is  my  last  effort  to  serve  Odd  Fellowship.  It  is  my  last  tribute 
to  that  great  and  good  cause — my  farewell  to  that  loving  band  of  brothers  throughout  the  world 
who  have  so  warmly  greeted  me  ever  since  they  learned  to  honor  and  revere  the  Order.  In  the 
hope  that  it  may  do  good  service  for  Humanity  and  Fraternity,  I  commit  it  to  the  Brotherhood.”

HOW  THEY  CHANGED  THE  NAME 

An  Interesting  Chapter  in  the  Unwritten  History  of  Odd  Fellowship.  By  CL.  T.  CAMPBELL,  Past  Grand  Sire. 


HE  assembling  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Toronto  recalls  to 
the  older  members  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  Order,  which 
was  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all  Odd  Fellows  when  our  Supreme  Legis¬ 
lature  last  met  in  this  city  in  1880  ;  that  was  the  change  of  its  name. 
For  nearly  fifty  years  the  title  of  the  body  was  that  of  “  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States.”  Appropriate  enough  that  was  in  the 
early  days,  for  the  society  was  almost  exclusively  confined  to  the 
American  Republic — the  membership  outside  of  that  country  being 
very  limited.  In  Canada  there  were  only  a  few  lodges.  But  the 
Canadian  Odd  Fellows  had  broad  ideas.  They  felt  that  the  Order 
was  too  great  to  be  bounded  by  the  geographical  limits  of  any  one 
country  ;  and  they  realized,  moreover,  that  operating  under  a 
sectional  name,  would  militate  against  its  advancement  in  the 
British  Empire,  or  in  any  other  country  but  the  United  States. 
At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  in  1867  a  motion  introduced  by  Bro.  Dr.  Ferguson, 
of  Hamilton,  was  unanimously  adopted,  instructing  our  representatives  to  urge  upon  our  brethren 
in  the  Republic  the  advisability  of  adopting  some  title  less  sectional  in  its  character,  and  more  in 
accord  with  the  world-wide  sphere  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Past  Grand  Master  James  Woodyatt  was 
then  first  elected  Grand  Representative,  and  set  himself  with  characteristic  vigor  to  carry  out  the 
instructions  of  his  constituency.  I  may  say  here,  that  in  1874  he  was  reinforced  by  Bro.  John 
Ham  Perry,  from  the  Grand  Encampment,  an  old  Canadian  politician,  and  an  expert  diplomatist. 
And  to  these  two  brothers  the  needed  reform  was  mainly  due.  They  were  ably  assisted  by  their 
Canadian  colleagues,  and  they  were  fortunate  in  having  the  help  of  some  of  the  best  men  in  the 
Supreme  Body.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  their  shrewdness,  energy  and  persistence  brought 
about  the  desired  result  much  sooner  than  would  have  been  possible  under  other  and  ordinary 
circumstances. 

During  the  thirteen  sessions  that  passed  before  the  title  “  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge”  was 
adopted,  not  less  than  twenty-three  amendments  to  the  constitution  were  proposed — -the  last  two 
of  which  alone  received  the  necessary  three-fourths  vote.  Among  them  were  :  “  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge,”  “Supreme  Lodge  of  the  I.O.O.F. ,”  “Grand  Lodge  of  America,”  “Supreme  Grand  Lodge 
of  American  Odd  Fellowship,”  “Grand  Lodge  of  Universal  Sovereignty  of  the  I.O.O.F. 
(American),”  and  many  others. 

Bro.  Woodyatt’s  first  step  was  to  introduce  a  resolution  expressive  of  the  advisability  of  a 
change  of  name  to  “The  Grand  Lodge  of  America,”  which  was  sent  to  the  Legislative  Committee. 
One  chief  object  of  this  Committee  is  to  provide  decent  sepulture  for  undesirable  propositions,  and 
it  proceeded  to  dispose  of  Bro.  Woodyatt’s  motion  in  the  usual  manner,  by  declaring  it  to  be 
“inexpedient.”  Before  the  report  was  submitted,  hearing  nothing  of  the  Committee’s  intentions, 
Bro.  Woodyatt  interviewed  one  of  the  members.  “Not  to  be  thought  of,”  was  the  reply,  with  a 
rather  supercilious  smile.  “Could  not  think  of  such  a  thing.”  “Oh,  indeed,  not  to  be  thought 
of,”  said  Woodyatt  ;  “  Well,  you  will  have  to  think  of  it  as  long  as  I  am  here.”  And  when  the 
Committee  tried  to  get  its  report  adopted  it  found  that  this  aggressive  Britisher  was  not  to  be 
pushed  aside  very  easily.  He  had  been  making  quite  a  few  members  think  about  it,  and  think 
about  it  favorably.  On  the  motion  to  adopt,  Representative  Logan,  of  Kansas  (afterwards  Grand 


Sire),  moved  to  refer  back  with  instructions  to  report  in  favor  of  Woodyatt’s  motion.  As  was  to 
have  been  expected,  the  motion  to  refer  was  lost,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  adopted. 

But  the  thin  edge  of  the  wedge  had  been  inserted,  and  the  friends  of  the  movement  were 
encouraged  to  keep  up  the  agitation.  Among  those  representatives  who  from  the  first  ranged 
themselves  on  the  side  of  cosmopolitan  Odd  Fellowship  were  Logan  of 
Kansas,  White  of  New  York,  and  Stuart  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
(all  three  subsequently  elected  to  the  Grand  Sire’s  chair)  ;  Smith  of  Illinois, 
Strong  of  Minnesota,  Holmes  and  Dunlop  of  Louisiana,  Dennis  of 
Michigan,  Doe  of  New  Hampshire,  Bragg  of  Arkansas,  Mayes  of  Miss¬ 
issippi,  Horn  of  New  Jersey,  and  others  whose  names  I  have  heard  but 
cannot  recall.  The  only  one  of  this  pioneer  band  now  living,  as  far  as  I 
know,  is  Gen.  J.  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois. 

From  this  time  forward  the  agitation  went  on  year  after  year.  At 
first  the  amendments  met  the  fate  of  indefinite  postponement,  then  they  came 
to  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays — the  majority  always  being  adverse.  Twice 
the  matter  was  sent  to  special  committees.  One  of  these  reported  in 
favor  of  a  change — to  take  place  four  years  later.  This  report  was 
Died  August  20th,  1894  postponed  till  the  following  year — and  never  more  heard  of.  In  1871,  an 

elaborate  report  by  Rep.  Harmon,  of  California,  discussed  the  question  at  length,  and  reported 
against  it.  But  its  advocates  never  lost  heart  ;  they  felt  they  were  right,  and  that  success  was 
certain  to  come  some  day. 

In  1874,  as  before  intimated,  P.  G.  P.  John  Ham  Perry  became  one  of  Ontario’s  representa¬ 
tives.  He  and  Woodyatt  made  a  splendid  team.  In  Canadian  politics  one  was  a  Liberal  and  the 
other  a  Conservative.  Both  had  been  active  in  public  life,  and  what  they  did  not  know  about 
practical  politics  was  hardly  worth  knowing.  In  1876,  as  the  result  of  active  and  effective 
lobbying,  they  spread  on  the  journal  an  amendment,  signed  by  one  hundred  representatives.  Of 
course  this  did  not  mean  one  hundred  votes  for  the  next  year,  because  many'  of  those  signing 
would  not  be  members  when  the  question  came  to  a  vote.  But  still,  with  all  the  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  LTiited  States  in  1877,  the  result  was  encouraging.  The 
amendment  had  a  majority — 73  to  61  —though  not  enough  to  carry  it. 

Another  year  passed,  and  again,  on  Tuesday,  the  17th  September,  1878,  the  question  was 
submitted — this  time  on  the  proposition  to  make  the  name  “The  Grand  Lodg'e  of  the  I.O.O.F.” 
The  usual  arguments  on  both  sides  were  presented,  then  the  roll  was  called. 

It  was  evident,  as  the  vote  progressed,  that  it  was  going  to  have  a  good 
majority,  but  would  it  have  the  necessary  three-fourths  ?  Intently  every  one 
watched  the  Grand  Secretary  as  he  added  up  the  columns  at  the  close  of  the 
poll.  Instead  of  announcing  the  result,  he  looked  somewhat  dubiously  at 
the  tally'  sheet,  and  counted  it  all  over  again.  Even  then  he  did  not  declare 
the  vote,  but  turning  to  Grand  Sire  Stokes,  who  sat  on  the  raised  platform 
behind  him,  handed  up  the  sheet,  with  some  whispered  words.  What  was 
the  difficulty  ?  A  few  representatives  who  had  been  keeping  count  realized 
the  situation,  but  to  many  others  it  seemed  incomprehensible.  The  Grand 
Sire  ran  his  pencil  over  the  columns,  and  nodded  to  Ridgely'  as  he  returned 
him  the  paper.  And  then  it  was  announced  :  “  Yeas  93,  nays  31.” 

“  Having  received  three-fourths  of  the  vote  cast,”  said  the  Grand  Sire,  “  the 
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amendment  is  adopted.”  There  had  not  been  a  single  vote  to  spare.  Then  Died  March  25th,  1896. 

the  applause  broke  forth,  and  the  members  crowded  around  the  Canadian  representatives,  with 
hearty  hand  shakes  and  warm  congratulations  on  the  success  that  had  closed  the  long-fought 
battle  for  cosmopolitan  Odd  Fellowship.  They  thought  the  fight  was  over,  but  they  were 
mistaken.  The  minority  did  not  give  up  so  easily.  It  was  led  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Durham,

of  Kentucky,  a  member  of  Congress,  an  experienced  parliamentarian,  and  a  man  who  never 
gave  up  a  fight  as  long  as  he  had  a  gun  to  fire. 

During  the  afternoon  it  was  rumored  that  the  opponents  of  the  change  had  something  in 
reserve  for  to-morrow.  The  Canadians  were  not  going  to  be  caught  napping,  and  Woodyatt  and 
Perry  called  on  Rep.  John  C.  Underwood,  of  Kentucky, for  help.  This  brother 
had  been  one  of  the  most  active  supporters  of  the  proposed  reform  in  the 
debates  of  the  past  few  sessions;  and  was  considered  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
movement.  He  too,  was  a  fighter,  and  knew  how  to  fight.  He  was  Lieut. - 
Governor  of  Kentucky,  and  presiding  officer  of  the  State  Senate.  Probably 
he  and  Bro.  Durham  were  two  of  the  best  parliamentarians  in  the  body,  and 
were  pretty  well  matched.  The  fact  that  both  were  from  the  same  juris¬ 
diction  made  a  contest  between  them  particularly  interesting. 

Next  morning,  on  the  question  of  the  approval  of  the  minutes,  the 
contest  was  resumed.  It  appeared  that  Reps.  Haskins,  of  New  York,  and 
Davis  and  Douglas,  of  Maine,  were  present,  but  had  not  voted.  Bro. 
Durham  contended  that  it  required  three-fourths  of  those  present  to  change 
„  T  ^  the  constitution,  not  simply  three-fourths  of  those  who  voted.  He  moved 

Past  Grand  Sire  Milton  J.  Durham,  #  1  J 

of  Kentucky.  to  amend  the  minutes  in  accordance  with  this  theory  ;  but,  of  course,  the 

supporters  of  the  constitutional  amendment  were  strong  enough  to  vote  down  such  a  motion, 
whether  they  were  three-fourths  of  the  body  or  not — a  simple  majority  being  sufficient.  Then 
Rep.  Dyer,  of  Maine,  whose  name  did  not  appear  on  the  roll-call,  announced  that  he  was 
present,  and  voted  “nay”;  and  he  moved  to  amend  the  record.  But  Rep.  Underwood 
maintained  that  the  time  to  amend  the  roll  was  when  it  was  read  over,  prior  to  the 
announcement  of  the  vote  ;  and  that  now  it  was  too  late.  The  Grand  Lodge  agreed  to  this 
idea,  and  voted  down  the  motion.  Then  Bro.  Ingersoll,  ot  Michigan,  who  was  recorded  as 
voting  for  an  absent  colleague,  told  the  representatives  that  while  on  all  other  constitutional 
amendments  he  had  voted  for  his  colleague,  on  this  he  had  only  voted  for  himself,  and  wanted 
the  minutes  amended.  But  the  Grand  Lodge  thought  he  had  waited  too  long  to  put  in  his 
disclaimer,  and  declined  to  amend. 

Then  Bro.  Durham  fired  another  shot.  Rep.  Woodruff,  of  Georgia,  had  voted  for  his 
colleague  (Glenn),  who  was  not  only  absent  from  the  room,  but  out  of  the  city.  The  point 
was  raised  that  the  privilege  of  voting  for  an  absent  colleague  was  limited,  that  if  the 
absentee  was  not  in  the  city  he  could  not  be  considered  in  attendance 
at  the  session,  and  therefore  his  vote  could  not  be  cast  for  him,  nor 
counted.  But  the  chair  ruled  against  Bro.  Durham.  And  then  everybody 
thought  he  would  subside,  but  he  didn’t. 

The  minutes  were  approved.  Then  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote 
of  yesterday  was  submitted.  Instantly,  Underwood  sprang  to  his  feet  with 
the  objection  that  the  minutes  as  approved  showed  that  the  constitution 
had  been  amended,  that  amendment  was  now  law  and  could  not  be  altered 
in  any  way  except  by  the  regular  form  required  for  amending  the 
constitution.  The  Grand  Sire  held  the  point  not  well  taken,  whereupon 
Underwood  moved  to  table  the  motion  to  reconsider.  This  is  a  motion 
recognized  by  United  States  parliamentary  practice,  when  it  is  desired  to 
shelve  a  question  without  debate.  Bro.  Durham  wanted  to  debate  the  „  0 

.  e  Past  Grand  Sire  John  C.  Underwood, 

question,  but  LInderwood  objected  on  the  ground  that  a  motion  to  “lay  Kentucky,  as  he  appeared  in  1878-9. 
on  the  table  ”  was  not  debatable.  The  chair  did  not  rule  on  the  point  directly,  but  winked 
at  the  irregular  discussion  which  ensued.  There  was  a  sharp  contest  of  argument  and  retort, 
of  assertion  and  contradiction.  Bro.  Durham  continued  to  appeal  to  the  sentimental  side  of  the 
question,  and  urged  the  Grand  Lodge  to  retain  its  old  time-honored  title,  while  Bro.  Underwood 


vigorously  objected  to  the  raising  of  side 
issues,  and  insisted  on  keeping  the  discus¬ 
sion  to  the  matter  of  parliamentary  rules. 
The  contest  was  watched  by  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  with  the  greatest  interest,  and 
considerable  amusement,  which  ended  in 
a  burst  of  laughter,  as  Representative 
Bagley,  of  North  Carolina,  called  out  in 
the  dialect  of  the  Southern  darkey,  “Good 
for  old  Kaintuck,  she  nebber  tire.” 

At  last  the  fight  ended,  the  motion 
to  table  was  carried  by  a  small  majority, 
about  five  votes,  and  nothing  was  left 
for  the  defeated  but  to  sign  and  present 
an  extended  protest,  which  was  duly 
entered  on  the  journal.  If  there  had 
been  jubilation  after  the  vote  on  the 
constitutional  amendment,  there  was 
pandemonium  after  this.  The  representatives  yelled  themselves  hoarse.  Woodyatt  and  Perry 
surrounded  Underwood  and  gave  him  a  good  British  embrace,  which  he  says  nearly  broke 
his  ribs,  and  it  was  some  time  before  the  Grand  Lodge  settled  down  to  business. 

But  while  the  name  adopted  (“The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.O.O.F.”),  had  established  a 
principle,  it  was  not  altogether  satisfactory  as  a  title.  The  Canadian  representatives  especially 
thought  their  victory  not  complete  without  the  selection  of  a  name  more  expressive,  and  Bro. 
Perry  proposed  the  title  “  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.”  But  he  realized  that  for  a  British  subject 
to  advocate  the  name  “  sovereign  ”  might  stir  up  more  national  prejudices,  and  they  did  not 
want  to  run  any  risks,  so  he  suggested  the  idea  to  his  friend,  Rep.  Taliaferro  P.  Shaffner,  of 
Kentucky,  who  had  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1877,  and  was  comparatively  a  young  member. 
It  was  arranged  that  he  should  take  charge  of  the  matter,  and  introduce  the  necessary 
amendment,  the  Canadians  keeping  in  the  back  ground,  and  leaving  the  leadership  in  the  fight, 
if  there  should  be  any,  in  Underwood’s  hands. 

Shaffner  was  one  of  the  largest-hearted,  as  he  was  one  of  the  biggest-bodied  men  in  the 
Grand  Lodge.  Starting  out  in  life  as  a  protege  of  Bro.  Underwood’s  father,  when  the  latter 
was  in  the  United  States  Congress,  he  had  been  introduced  by  him  to  Morse,  the  inventor  of 
the  telegraph,  and  was  sent  to  foreign  countries  to  introduce  the  new  invention,  making  thereby 
a  large  fortune,  which  his  generous  disposition  prevented  him  from  keeping.  He  had  actively 
supported  the  Canadian  representatives  in  their  campaign,  though  he  took  little  part  in  public 
debate.  When  his  amendment  came  up  in  1879,  there  was  some  opposition,  but  the  fight  was 
feeble.  We  had  sprung  another  matter  on  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  very  popular — an 
invitation  to  come  to  Canada,  and  meet  in  Toronto  in  1880.  The  majority  wanted  to  come, 
and  they  did  not  want  to  go  back  to  any  sectional  title,  which  it  was  now  felt  would  be 
highly  inappropriate.  When  the  question  was  submitted,  the  amendment  was  adopted  by  an 
emphatic  majority—  112  to  29.  Bro.  Underwood  engineered  a  motion  to  reconsider,  and  then 
had  the  motion  promptly  “laid  on  the  table,”  which  clinched  the  vote.  And  when  the 
resolution  (moved  by  Woodyatt,  and  seconded  by  Lbiderwood),  that  the  next  session  should 
be  held  in  Toronto  was  adopted,  the  subject  of  conflict  for  many  years  was  buried  beyond  the 
possibility  of  resurrection. 

The  two  Kentuckians  who  had  led  the  opposing  forces,  buried  the  hatchet,  and  did  not 
cease  to  be  friends.  But  Bro.  Durham  would  sometimes  shake  his  head  reproachfully,  and 
say,  “Oh,  John,  you  should  not  have  done  it.”

But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  in  taking  the  course  lie  did,  Bro.  Durham  was  actuated 
by  any  unkindly  feeling  towards  Canada  or  Canadian  Odd  Fellows.  On  the  contrary,  his 
associations  with  them  had  always  been  of  the  friendliest  nature.  But  to  him,  as  to  some 

others  of  the  older  members  of  the  Order,  the  name  “  G.L.U.S.”  was  connected  with  the 

dearest  memories  of  former  days.  More  than  that,  to  them  Odd  Fellowship  was  an  institution 
peculiar  to  the  United  States.  Forgetting  the  fact  that  it  was  a  British  society,  introduced 
into  the  States  by  British  emigrants,  they  realized  only  that  it  had  been  adopted  by  the  people 
of  the  young  Republic,  and  imbued  with  the  energy  and  practical  genius  of  the  western 

continent,  and  they  did  not  like  to  give  up  the  familiar  name.  But  they  soon  became 

reconciled.  And  now  Bro.  Durham  cheerfully  admits  that  “  It  turned  out  all  right.” 
I  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1879,  when  the  new  name  was  adopted.  I  was  not  in  the  fight 
of  the  year  before.  But  it  was  fresh  in  our  minds,  and  many  a  time  did  Bros.  Woodyatt  and 
Perry  go  over  their  battles  with  me,  and  recall  the  many  incidents  of  the  “  fight  of  the  giants,”  as 
they  termed  it.  Bros.  Durham  and  Underwood  are  still  in  active  service  in  the  Order,  and  1 
have  thought  it  well  to  make  some  record  of  these  by-gone  events,  because  the  journals  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  give  very  little  idea  of  what  occurred.  Indeed,  the  printed  proceedings 
are  incomplete,  in  so  far  as  they  make  no  mention  of  the  vote  to  reconsider,  and  the  fight  over 
tabling  it,  or  of  anything  connected  therewith.  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  Ross,  on  being  spoken 
to  about  it,  said  that  “  Shaffner  wanted  it  left  out,”  the  probability  being  that  Bro.  Shaffner 
preferred  to  see  the  large  three-fourths  vote  for  the  amendment  on  the  record,  and  did  not 
want  to  see  the  bare  majority  vote  that  tabled  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

I  cannot  summon  Bros.  Woodyatt  and  Perry  to  certify  to  the  truth  of  the  record  I  have 
given  ;  my  readers  must  take  my  assurance  that  I  have  correctly  reported  what  they  often  told 
me.  Bro.  Underwood,  however,  has  seen  this  paper,  and  admits  that  I  have  given  the  facts  to 
the  best  of  his  recollection.  And  he  has  corresponded  with  Bro.  Durham  on  the  subject, 
sending  me  the  latter’s  communications,  from  which  I  make  a  few  extracts,  and  with  these  I 
close  this  chapter  of  the  unwritten  history  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  may  add,  however,  that 
letters  from  Past  Grand  Sire  Busbee,  and  P.  G.  R.  Morris,  of  Kentucky,  who  were  present  at 
the  sessions  of  1878  and  1879,  bear  out  the  correctness  of  the  statements  herein  made. 

Extracts  from  Durham’s  Letters  to  LTnderwood. 

“  Letting  my  mind  run  over  some  of  the  reminiscences  of  the  past,  and  especially  of  your  activity  and 
efficiency  on  the  floor  of  the  G.L.U.S.,  I  remember  the  fight  you  made  to  change  the  name  of  the  Grand 
Body.  ....  1  was  opposed  to  the  change,  and  I  remember  saying  to  you,  ‘  John,  you  ought 
not  to  have  done  it.’  I  thus  spoke  because  I  regarded  you  as  the  main  supporter  of  the  change.  1  was 
opposed  to  it,  but  it  has  turned  out  all  right.” 


In  another  letter  he  says  : 

“  I  am  reminded  of  an  incident  connected  there¬ 
with,  showing  your  leadership  in  the  matter.  The  next 
day  after  the  vote  had  been  carried  to  change  the  name, 
motion  was  made  to  reconsider.  You  raised  a  point 
of  order  on  that  motion.  The  Grand  Sire  overruled 
your  point  of  order.  You  then  made  a  motion  to 
table  the  motion  to  reconsider.  There  being-  some 
desire  to  discuss  this  motion  you  raised  the  point  of 
order  that  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  not 
debatable.  This  point  was  overruled,  and  3'ou  and  I 
had  quite  a  discussion  on  the  point  of  order,  creating 
some  interest,  as  we  were  both  from  the  same  juris¬ 
diction.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost  by  a 
small  majority.”

Composition  and  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge

HE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  is 
the  legal  or  corporate  name  of  the  highest  legislative  and  judicial  authority  in 
the  Order.  Its  power  and  jurisdiction  are  defined  by  its 
Constitution  and  the  Ritual  of  the  Order.  It  was  organized 
February  22,  1821,  under  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maryland  and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  On  January  15,  1825,  the  name  was  changed  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  LTnited  States  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

On  September  17,  187S,  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Independent  Order  ot  Odd  Fellows.  In  September,  1879,  the  present 
name  was  adopted.  This  action  was  in  harmony  with  the  high  but 
broad  and  tolerant  principles  of  the  Order  which  were  destined  to  make 
it,  and  what  the  Order  was  already  becoming,  a  world-wide  moral  force 
and  fraternal  and  benevolent  institution. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  composed  of  a  Grand  Sire,  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplin,  Grand 
Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger,  and  Representatives  from  the 

several  State,  Provincial,  District  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  and  under 
an  amendment  adopted  at  the  session  of  1901  it  is  provided  that  Independent  Grand  Lodges  which 
shall  have  accepted  the  Uniform  Charter  adopted  in  1900,  and  such  as  shall  hereafter  be  chartered, 

may  elect  a  Grand  Representative  whose  rights  and  duties  shall  be  the  same  as  other  Grand  Repre¬ 

sentatives,  except  that  no  compensation  to  such  Representative  shall  be  paid  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  The  Independent  Grand  Lodges  here  referred  to  are  those  not  on  the  Continent  of 
North  America.  Under  this  provision  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Switzerland  and  Australasia  would 
now  be  entitled  to  such  representation,  should  they  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 

Past  Grand  Sires  are  also  admitted  to  seats  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  with  the 
power  of  debating  and  making  motions,  but  do  not  have  the  privilege  of 
voting,  unless  they  be  Grand  Representatives.  From  the  jurisdictions 
on  the  Continent  of  North  America  there  are  now  199  Grand  Represent¬ 
atives  from  56  Grand  Lodges  and  53  Grand  Encampments,  there  being 
added  at  this  session  of  1906  two  Grand  Representatives  from  the 
recently  instituted  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  Canada. 

Outside  of  North  America  there  are  Quasi-Independent  Grand 
Lodges  over  which  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  exercises  a  limited 
jurisdiction,  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  which  has  under  its 
jurisdiction  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  South  Wales,  New  Zealand, 
South  Australia,  Tasmania,  Victoria,  Western  Australia,  Queensland. 
2nd.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark. 

3rd.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  which  has 
under  its  jurisdiction  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Brandenburg,  Hanover, 
Saxony,  Silesia-Posen,  Wurtemberg.

The  Plumed  Knights  of  Odd  Fellowship 

By  COL.  W.  S.  JOHNSTON,  Department  Commander  of  Ontario. 


HE  establishment  of  the  semi-military  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  which  bears  the  name  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  was  a  popular  and  judicious  movement. 
Among  the  thousands  of  young  and  active  members  of 
the  Order  who  desired  a  uniformed  degree,  and  who  for 
years  had  agitated  for  legislation  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  which  would  authorize  it,  the  adoption 
of  the  report  presented  by  Representative  John  C. 
Underwood,  of  Kentucky,  at  the 
session  held  in  Baltimore  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1S85,  by  which  the  Army 
of  Patriarchs  Militant  was  created, 
was  hailed  with  glad  acclaim.  For 
some  years  a  desire  had  been  expressed  to  have  a  uniformed 
degree  adopted  for  purposes  of  display  which  would  be  in 
keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  Order,  and  organized  on  a 
well-ordered  plan.  Prior  to  1885,  Uniformed  Degree  Camps 
of  Patriarchs  existed  in  many  places,  while  in  others  there 
were  Temples  of  the  Patriarchal  Circle,  an  organization 
composed  of  members  of  the  Order  which  did  not  have  the 
sanction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  con¬ 
sequently  under  the  ban.  To  bring  about  a  scheme  of 
mergement  whereby  these  two  bodies  might  be  solidified 
into  one  universal  organization  under  constituted  authority, 
was  the  sincere  desire  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  It  was  a  delicate  task,  and 
required  great  diplomacy  to  unite  these  two  elements,  but 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  session  in  1884,  rose 
equal  to  the  occasion  by  appointing  a  committee  on  the 
Revision  of  the  Uniformed  Degree,  consisting  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  Albin,  Underwood  and  Stevens,  who  by  their  wisdom, 
tact  and  good  judgment,  brought  the  matter  to  a  successful 
issue.  To  Representative  John  C.  Underwood,  a  member 

of  the  committee,  was  allotted 

the  task  of  preparing  a  plan  of  organization  for  a  military  branch  of 
the  Order  which  would  be  acceptable  to  all,  and  how  well  he 
succeeded  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  for  the  past  twenty  years  the 
Army  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  which  he  was  largely  instrumental  in 
organizing,  has  had  the  distinction  of  being  classed  as  the  best 
equipped  and  most  handsomely  uniformed  body  of  men  who  march 
under  the  banners  of  any  fraternal  society  in  existence.  The 
construction  of  this  grand  army  was  built  upon  a  purely  military 
basis,  the  unit  of  organization  being  termed  a  “  Canton  ” —  a  Swiss 
word,  meaning  a  small  portion,  or  a  company.  Cantons  are  formed 
into  battalions,  regiments,  brigades,  divisions,  departments  and 
army  corps,  the  members  being  designated  “chevaliers”  and  the 
officers  bearing  regular  military  titles,  according  to  grade.  Thus  the 
whole  system  is  made  complete,  and  a  thorough  organization 
effected.  It  required  a  master  mind  to  accomplish  all  this,  but  the 
work  was  done  so  thoroughly  that  when  Brother  Underwood 
presented  his  report  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  was  at  once 
adopted,  and  he  not  only  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  office  of

Lieutenant-General  of  the  newly  created  army,  but  also  received  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  his  services  in  preparing  the  degree. 
Being  an  old  soldier  himself  (having  seen  active  service  during  the 
American  Civil  War),  he  was  eminently  well  qualified  for  the  task  of 
organization,  which  he  began  at  once,  and  so  completely  were  his 
duties  performed  that  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  made  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  following 
year  (1886)  showed  a  well-disciplined 
and  fully  equipped  army  of  officers 
and  chevaliers,  bearing  1  2,588swords. 

For  the  year  1904  the  Adjutant-Gen¬ 
eral  reported  18,832  chevaliers  on  the 
rolls,  and  much  activity  at  present 
prevails  among  the  Cantons  every¬ 
where.  In  Ontario  an  encouraging 
revival  of  interest  is  being  exper¬ 
ienced,  and  much  strength  is  being 
added  to  this  important  branch  of  the 
Order.  The  Department  Commander 
for  this  Jurisdiction  is  Col.  W.  S.  Johnston,  who  has  associated 
with  him  the  following  staff  officers  :  Lt.-Col.  A.  H.  Blackeby,

The  Patriarchs  Militant

HE  first  enactment  for  a  uniform  public  appear¬ 
ance  in  dress  by  the  Order  was  by  the  adoption 
in  1870  of  a  law  permitting'  Subordinate  Encamp¬ 
ments  to  wear  such  style  of  head-dress  as  might 
be  approved  by  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  juris¬ 
diction.  This  small  concession  followed  several 
efforts  for  a  uniform,  but  strongly  resisted,  made 
at  different  times  on  and  after  1866.  With  the  use  of  the 
head-dress  thus  authorized,  in  some  jurisdictions  were  added 
other  articles,  and  receiving  such  information,  in  February,  1871, 
Grand  Sire  Stuart  proclaimed  the  use  of  swords  and  belts  inad¬ 
missible  and  improper.  In  1872,  however,  Encampments  were 
authorized  to  wear  such  uniforms  as  might  be  approved  by 
their  Grand  Encampments.  Thus  came  into  existence  uni¬ 
formed  degree  camps,  which  ran  along-  with  more  or  less  of  a  pre¬ 
carious  existence  and  embarrassment  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  The  friends  of  a  strictly  military  degree  and  display 
had  remained  unceasingly  active,  and  September  24,  1885,  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree  was 
adopted  as  it  is  now  had,  having  passed  through  but  one  revision  since  its  adoption,  and  that 
appertaining  more  to  the  method  of  administration  than  to  the  character  representation  of  the 
degree. 

A  more  loyal  army,  pulsating  with  fidelity  to  its  sovereign,  never  existed.  Breathing  the 
spirit  of  Chivalrous  Knighthood,  with  swords  unsheathed  only  in  defence  of  honor,  mainten- 
tenance  of  the  right  and  administration  of  justice,  the  ideals  sought  and  realized  are  so 
ennobling  as  to  have  carried  with  them,  and  into  the  body  of  the  great  organization  itself,  a 
higher  realization  of  human  desires,  conceptions  and  capabilities, 
standing  against  a  wave  of  adversity,  achieving  a  victory  undirected,  and  winning 
where  seeming  oblivion  was  the  only  port  in  sight,  “  that  which 
was  once  rejected  has  indeed  become  the  head  of  the  corner.” 

Whenever  and  wherever  enlistment  is  had,  observe  the 
personnel  of  the  Militant  enrollment,  and  in  it  will  be  found  the 
work-bees  of  the  subordinate  hive,  the  artizans  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  Temple,  and  the  gentlemen  of  the  Rebekah  flower. 

The  collar  of  the  initiate  and  a  Grand  Sire  differ  only  in  the 
emblems  of  rank  ;  and  to  the  layman  simply  indicate  that  the 
wearer  is  an  Odd  Fellow  ;  but  upon  the  mind  of  the  most 
indifferent  observer  is  impressed  the  thought  and  attention 
attracted  to  the  Chevalier  in  uniform,  as  one  who  has  scaled 
the  ladder  of  attainments  within  the  Order.  To  more  zealous 
hands  could  not  be  entrusted  the  “  Crown,  as  the  emblem  of 
rank,  the  Shepherd’s  crook  of  peace  or  the  Sword  of  Justice.” 

And  no  sovereign,  statesman  or  national  hero’s  head  was  ever 
held  more  proudly  erect,  bearing  crown  or  chapeau  than  is  that

of  the  Chevalier,  honoring  himself  and  the 
Order  in  proclaiming  the  fact  of  his  enroll¬ 
ment.  Its  present  standing  is  that  of  a 
magnificent  success,  and  as  such  its  votaries 
can  justly  and  proudly  march  forth,  proud 
because  thereof,  and  in  the  knowledge  that 
they  have  for  the  greatest  organization 
the  world  has  ever  known,  “the  right  of 
column.  ” 

In  this  dawning  of  a  new  era  and  the 
star-lit  morn  of  a  bright  future,  the  Chev¬ 
alier  picket  can  well  look  to  the  North,  the 
South,  the  East  and  the  West  and  report, 

“  all  is  well.”  To  the  rosy  bloom  of  youth 
has  but  been  added  the  lustre  of  man’s  first 
estate.  The  renovation  of  old  Cantons, 
the  new  enlistments,  added  Cantons  and 
Departments,  together  with  the  better  dis¬ 
cipline,  increasing  interest  and  zeal,  cannot 
otherwise  result  than  in  feelings  ofadmiration 

and  pride  —  Admiration  on  the  part  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
a  parent  feels  for  a  child  ;  pride  to  see  its  hope  standing  at  the  centre  of 
the  world’s  stage,  diploma  in  hand,  winning  the  plaudits  of  all.  Within 
the  aims  of  this  army  only  peace  is  honorable  and  all  strife  is  vile.  He 
alone  being  the  true  servant,  benefactor  and  worthy  of  honor  who  brings  comfort  where 
before  was  wretchedness;  who  dries  the  tear  of  sorrow;  who  pours  oil  of  consolation  into  the 
wounds  of  the  unfortunate,  and  who,  by  his  own  virtuous  genius,  enlivens  and  exalts.  Such 
is  the  man  of  honor  and  the  true  Chevalier.  At  this  time  the  organization  is  most  complete 
in  nearly  every  State  and  Territory  of  the  United  States,  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  in  Denmark 
and  Hawaii,  and  the  great  demonstration  to  be  held  at  Toronto  in  September,  will  be  none 
the  less  attractive  by  reason  of  its  discipline  and  attainments.

HF.  introduction  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
into  Canada  occurred  at  Montreal  on  August  ioth,  1843, 
when  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  formally  insti¬ 
tuted  by  Bro.  Alfred  Moore,  P.D.D.G.M.,  of  Troy,  N.Y., 
who  was  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire  as  a  Special  Deputy 
for  that  purpose.  The  sponsors  for  the  new  Lodge  were 
John  H.  Hardie  and  George  Mathers,  two  zealous  New 
York  Odd  Fellows  who  had  removed  to  Montreal,  and  were 
so  desirous  of  getting  the  Order  established  on  this  side  of  the  line  that  they 
got  three  other  citizens  of  Montreal  interested  in  the  movement,  namely, 
Wetherill  Taylor,  Joseph  Kirkup  and  William  Rodden,  and  these  gentlemen 
agreed  to  join  a  lodge  in  New  York  State  for  the  purpose  of  becoming 
qualified  as  applicants  for  the  Canadian  charter.  This 
being  accomplished,  the  five  brothers  made  formal 
application  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Lbiited  States

for  a  charter,  which  was  duly  granted,  and  the  career 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Canada  was  launched  in  a  garret  over  the  hardware 
store  of  Bro.  Wm.  Rodden,  on  St.  Paul  Street,  Montreal,  at  3  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  ot  the  date  mentioned.  Within  the  first  week  eighteen  gentlemen 
ot  influence  and  good  standing  in  the  community  were  admitted,  and  the  new 
society  rapidly  grew  in  strength  and  favor  with  the  public.  It  made  such 
rapid  progress  that  on  the  4th  of  December  of  the  same  year  a  second  lodge 
(Queen’s,  No.  2),  was  instituted  in  Montreal,  which  also  prospered.  In  1844 
another  lodge  was  instituted  at  St.  John’s  under  the  title  of  Prince  Albert, 

No.  3,  and  the  prospects  for  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  on  Canadian  soil 
became  so  bright  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  granted  a  petition 

_ _  _  to  issue  a  charter  to  the  “  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,” 

which  was  duly  instituted  on  November  16th,  1844,  by 
Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Case.  The  first  Grand 

Master  was  a  bright  young  barrister  of  Montreal  named  William  M.  B. 
Hartley,  and  his  co-laborers  in  the  work  of  building  up  the  Order  were 
drawn  from  the  very  best  classes  of  society.  Such  great  progress  was  made 
by  their  combined  efforts  that  the  Order  was  extended  to  the  ancient  City  of 
Quebec,  where  Albion  Lodge,  No.  4,  was  instituted  on  November  20th, 
1844,  and  in  December  of  the  same  year  Commercial  Lodge,  No.  5,  Mont¬ 
real,  was  added  to  the  roll. 

In  the  summer  of  1845  the  first  lodge  in  what  is  now  called  the  Province 
of  Ontario  was  instituted  at  Belleville,  being  christened  Victoria,  No.  6. 
The  western  province  seemed  fruitful  ground,  and  as 
many  influential  people  who  resided  in  this  section  had 
“taken  the  degrees”  while  in  Montreal  attending  to 
parliamentary  duties  and  commercial  business,  and 
were  desirous  of  having  lodges  established  in  “Canada 
Lodge  decided  to  send  a  deputation  westward  on  a

The  missionaries  were  all  well  qualified  for  their  work,  and  were  invested 
with  the  most  complete  powers.  The  Grand  Lodge  empowered  them  to 
make  Odd  Fellows  “  at  sight,”  receive  petitions,  grant  dispensations, 
institute  lodges,  and  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  which  might 
become  necessary  to  carry  out  their  purposes.  They  had  an  absolutely  free 
rein.  The  deputation  left  Montreal  on  March  4th,  1846,  for  a  trip  of  more

than  8oo  miles,  mainly  by  stage  coach  over  very  rough 
roads,  and  in  very  inclement  weather.  But  their  hearts 
were  warm  in  the  work,  and  their  zeal  exceedingly 
keen.  The  first  point  visited  for  work  was  Brockville, 
where  they  instituted  Brock  Lodge,  No.  9,  which  is 
still  flourishing  to-day,  and  is  the  oldest  and  one  of  the 
most  active  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario. 

Kingston  was  the  next  place  visited  by  the  mission¬ 
aries.  Here  they  met  Bro.  John  A.  Macdonald  (who 
in  later  years  became  one  of  Canada’s  most  famous 
statesmen),  and  through  his  efforts  a  large  number  of 
prominent  Kingston  citizens  were  initiated  into  the 
Order  when  Cataraqui  Lodge,  No.  10,  was  instituted, 

Bro.  John  A.  Macdonald  being  installed  as  the  first 
Noble  Grand.  The  missionaries  then  moved  on  to 
Picton,  where  Prince  Edward  Lodge.  No.  11,  was 
instituted,  with  Bro.  Henry  Corby  as  Noble  Grand. 

Cobourg,  Peterboro’,  Port  Hope,  Toronto,  St.  Cathar¬ 
ines,  Hamilton  and  Cornwall  were  successively  visited  by  the  deputation, 
and  in  each  of  these  towns  lodges  were  instituted,  some  of  which  are 
ind  thriving  to-day.  The  missionaries  reached  their  homes  after  a  month’s  absence, 
which  period  they  had  a  very  successful  tour,  and  the  Order  was  thoroughly  planted  in

Odd  Fellowship  in  Ontario,  almost  from  the  date  of  the  institution  of  its 
first  lodge,  has  been  a  success.  True,  in  its  early  years,  owing  to  many 
causes,  its  advancement  and  growth  was  not  rapid,  but  as  the  tenets  of  the 
Order  became  better  known  from  year  to  year  they  took  deep  root  in  the 
hearts  of  the  membership  as  well  as  in  the  estimation  of  a  discriminating 
public,  and  while  the  advance  may  have  been  slow,  it  was  sure,  and  its  record 
to-day  is  one  that  every  member  may  well  be  proud  of.  Failure  has  not  for 
one  moment  perched  upon  its  banners,  but  a  steady  progress  has  attended  it, 
until  to-day,  after  over  half  a  century  of  useful  work,  it  stands  the  peer  of 
any  fraternal  benevolent  society  of  the  age. 

“  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West”  (now  known  and  hailed  as  the 
“  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  ”),  was  instituted  at  Brockville  on  August  23rd, 

1855,  by  Bro.  Thomas  Reynolds,  Acting  Deputy  Grand  Sire.  Seven  lodges 
were  represented  by  the  following  Past  Grands  : —

Of  these  old  pioneers  in 
Ontario  Odd  Fellowship  none  remain  alive.  All  have  paid  the  debt  of 
nature  and  rest  from  their  labors.  Still  the  foundation  of  the  structure  so 
wisely  constructed,  and  on  which  they  so  substantially  built,  will  stand 
securely  until  time  shall  be  no  more.  The  names  of  these  grand  men, 
pioneers  of  this  great  fraternity,  are  engraven  deeply  on  the  tablets  of  our 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Of  the  great  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the 
growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Province  during  the 
past  fifty  years,  only  the  annals  of  our  Grand  Lodge  can 
fully  demonstrate.  The  limited  space  at  the  command 
of  the  writer  will  not  suffice.  In  1868,  when  the  Con¬ 
federation  of  the  Canadian  Provinces  made  it  necessary

The  Encampment  Branch  in  Canada

N  the  early  years  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Canada  the  Patriarchal 
degrees  were  in  high  favor  among  the  enthusiastic  and 
progressive  members  who  were  active  in  promulgating  the 
doctrine  of  our  Fraternity  throughout  the  land.  The  first 
Encampment  of  patriarchs  organized  inCanada  wasHochelaga 
Encampment,  No.  i ,  located  at  Montreal, which  was  instituted 
on  April  2nd,  1844,  by  Thomas  Hardy,  P.H.P.,  acting  as  a 
Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire.  In  the  following  year  Stadacona 
Encampment,  No.  2,  was  organized  at  Quebec,  and  in 
1846  two  more  encampments  were  instituted — Mount 
Royal,  No.  3,  at  Montreal,  and  St.  Louis,  No.  4,  at 
Quebec — so  with  four  subordinate  encampments  “  The 
Grand  Encampment  of  Canada  ’’  was  formed,  and  duly 
instituted  on  Sept.  3rd,  1846.  Among  those  who  were 
active  and  zealous  workers  in  extending  the  patriarchal 
branch  at  that  time  were  the  following  brothers,  who 
in  later  years  became  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  state 
in  Canada,  and  were  conspicuous  in  making  the  history  of  this  country  : — 

The  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  Sir  John  Young,  Hon.  John 
Sandfield  Macdonald,  Sir  Dominick  Daly,  Hon.  W.  H. 

Draper,  Hon  Luther  11.  Holton,  Hon.  George 
Sherwood  and  others.  All  of  these  famous  brothers 
served  their  time  as  novitiate  patriarchs  and  herdsmen, 
and  were  earnest  in  their  exemplification  of  the  cardinal 
principles  taught  in  the  Patriarchal,  Golden  Rule  and 
Royal  Purple  Degrees.  But  a  few  years  afterward  the 
Order  began  to  wane  in  Quebec,  mainly  owing  to  a  virulent  crusade 
made  against  fraternal  societies  by  some  newspapers  and  the  clergy,  and 
Odd  Fellowship  suffered  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
Grand  Encampment  in  that  Province  collapsed.  Yet 
the  spirit  of  the  patriarchs  was  not  broken.  Though 
encompassed  by  many  difficulties  which  would  discour¬ 
age  timorous  men,  several  of  the  Camps  bravely  con¬ 
tinued  their  work,  and  the  faithful  few  ultimately  had 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  Encampment  Branch 
firmly  planted  in  other  Canadian  Provinces,  wherein 
the  patriarchal  family  has  steadily  multiplied. 

In  1851  an  encampment  was  opened  at  Halifax, 
and  in  later  years  tents  were  pitched  at  various  points 
in  ETpper  Canada,  so  that  the  caravans  of  the  patriarchs 
kept  constantly  moving,  their  fixed  motto  being 
“Go  on.”  But  the  progress  made  for  a  considerable 
period  was  not  so  great  as  the  excellence  of  the  higher

Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ontario

HE  Grand  Encampment  of  Ontario  was  instituted  in 
the  Hall  of  Excelsior  Lodge  in  the  city  of  Hamilton 
on  the  6th  of  August,  1869,  by 
Acting  Deputy  Grand  Sire  James 
Woodyatt.  The  petitioners  for  the 
charter  were  Patriarchs  Samuel 
G.  Dolson,  Henry  McAfee,  James 
Smith,  John  Gibson,  George  H. 

Marlatt  and  A.  D.  Clement.  The  only  Odd 
Fellows  alive  to-day  who  were  present  at  that 
meeting,  of  whom  we  have  any  record,  are 
Patriarchs  J.  B.  King,  M.  D.  Dawson,  John 
Hunter,  Edmund  Beltz,  Robert  Kirkpatrick,  John 
Gibson  and  S.  G.  Dolson.  Patriarchs  Foster, 

Sprague  and  Siche,  from  the  Grand  Jurisdiction 
of  Michigan,  were  present,  and  assisted  at  the 
installation  of  the  first  officers  of  the  Grand 
who  were  as  follows  :  Grand  Patriarch,  James 
Grand  High  Priest,  Samuel  G.  Dolson,  of  St.

There  were  only  six  Encampments  of  Patriarchs  in  Ontario  at  that  time,  five  of  which 
still  survive.  The  pioneer  Encampment  in  this  jurisdiction  is  Union  No.  1,  of  St.  Catharines, 
which  has  always  been  an  active  and  energetic  organization,  and  is  to-day  as  full  of  vigor  as 
when  the  patriarchs  of  St.  Catharines  first  pitched  their  tents  in  1S61.  No  less  than  three  Grand 
Patriarchs  have  been  furnished  by  Union  Encampment,  while  four  of  its  members  have  at 
different  periods  been  elected  to  the  position  of  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ot  Ontario  ;  truly  a  proud  record  of  service  in  the  cause 
of  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  newly  instituted  Grand  Encampment  started  business  with  an 
empty  treasury,  but  the  promoters  were  warmly  encouraged  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario,  who  freely  gave  them  sufficient  patrimony  to  pay  all 
necessary  expenses  and  place  them  on  a  solid  financial  basis.  Since  then 
the  growth  of  the  patriarchal  family  in  Ontario  has 
been  steady,  until  at  present  there  are  fifty-five  live 
subordinate  encampments,  with  a  total  membership  of 
about  5,000.  The  funds  of  the  encampments  have 
increased  with  the  membership,  and  the  patriarchal 
branch  in  this  jurisdiction  is  now  in  a  prosperous  and 
healthy  condition.  The  main  object  of  the  Order  has 
always  been  upheld  by  the  patriarchs,  namely  that  of 
relieving  the  sick  and  distressed,  caring  for  the  widow 
and  orphan,  and  burying  the  dead.  Thousands  of 
dollars  are  now  annually  distributed  in  promoting 
charity  and  ministering  to  the  wants  of  the  needy. 

The  good  accomplished  is  without  display  or  osten¬ 
tation.  The  total  receipts  of  subordinate  encampments 
during  the  past  year  has  been  under  $12,000,  yet 
nearly  $5,600  were  expended  in  relief.  Though  the

HE  care  of  the  aged  and  infirm,  and  the  protection, 
education  and  guidance  of  the  orphan,  is  a  duty 
which  devolves  upon  every  human  being.  It  is  a 
sacred  trust,  and  to  those  whose  hearts  are  attuned 
to  the  chord  of  sympathy,  one  which  is  a  sincere 
pleasure  to  perform.  To  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
Ontario,  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  Home  for 
the  aged  members  of  the  Order  and  for  the  orphans  of  deceased 
members  became  a  matter  of  intense  interest  about  ten  years 
ago,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  point  to  the  tact  that  to-day  the 
brothers  and  sisters  of  the  Jurisdiction  have  realized  their 
fondest  anticipations  in  this  respect.  To  the  originators  of  this 
laudable  undertaking  much  credit  is  due,  for  they  have  done  their  work  faithfully  and  well,  while 
the  great  heart  of  the  whole  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  nobly  responded  to  their  appeals, 
and  with  open-handed  generosity  provided  funds  to  bring  their  plans  to  a  successful  fruition. 

Among  the  first  andforemost  advocates  of  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  for  Ontario,  was  our  beloved 
brother  Past  Grand  Sire  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  who  with  his  characteristic  zeal,  enthusiasm,  and  love  of 
humanity,  entered  upon  the  work  with  his  whole  soul.  He  made  the  idea  a  part  of  his  life’s  work, 
and  by  his  diligence,  perseverance  and  self-sacrificing  efforts,  warmly  supported  by  the  brothers  of 
the  Province  and  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  Branch,  has  achieved  a  noble  triumph  in  the  establishment 
of  an  institution  which  will  long  remain  a  monument  to  his  memory.  As  everything  which  may 
be  expected  to  have  a  successful  issue  must  have  a  good  beginning,  Brother  Campbell  built  his 
foundation  on  correct  lines.  Bringing  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  membership  by  introducing 
a  resolution  in  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  the  establishment  of  a  Home,  he  paved  the  way  for 
the  future  progress  of  his  dearly-cherished  idea.  This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  in  1895,  who  reported  as  follows  : — 


“  Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Cl.  T.  Campbell, 
Past  Grand  Sire,  as  follows  :  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  it  is  advisable  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  to  establish  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  for  the  Order  in  Ontario,  beg  leave  to  report  ; 

Your  Committee  have  given  the  question  some  consideration,  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  matter  is 
of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  us  in  recommending  that  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed,  to  whom 
die  matter  shall  be  referred,  with  instructions  to  said  committee  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  subject,  and 
present  the  same  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.” 


The  above  report  shows  the  first  official  action  taken  by 
the  Order  in  this  Province  in  the  direction  of  establishing  a 
Home  for  aged  Odd  Fellows  and  the  orphan  children  of 
deceased  members.  In  the  same  year,  at  the  session  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly,  the  report  of  its  Secretary  (Sister  Maggie 
Waddell)  called  the  attention  of  its  members  to  this  important 
matter,  and  started  the  Sisterhood  on  an  active  campaign  on  its 
behalf,  which  has  been  conducted  by  them  with  great 
enthusiasm  from  that  day  to  the  present. 

During  the  recess,  the  .Grand  Master  appointed  the

Special  Committee  called  for,  consisting  of  Bros.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  A.  W.  Cameron  and  J.  J. 
Manning.  Owing  to  some  misunderstanding  as  to  the  organization  of  the  Committee,  nothing  was 
done  until  the  Grand  Lodge  met  the  following  year  in  Sarnia.  The  Committee  simply  reported 
progress,  but  accompanied  their  report  with  a  subscription  list  of  over  $1,000,  contributed  by 

members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Rebekahs  also  reported  contributions 
from  their  lodges  of  $233. 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  met  in  Belleville,  in  1897,  the  Committee 
had  sufficient  data  to  be  able  to  show  the  representatives  the  urgent  need 
for  an  institution  of  this  kind,  and  also  to  point  out  what  other  J  urisdictions 
had  been  doing  in  this  direction.  A  scheme  for  the  establishment  and 
government  of  the  Home  was  also  submitted,  and,  in  the  main,  approved 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  To  one  very  important  feature  of  the  plan,  however, 
decided  objection  was  taken.  '1  he  Committee  suggested  a  per  capita  tax 
of  twenty  cents  per  member  for  five  years,  which,  it  was  estimated,  would 
in  that  time  produce  over  $25,000 — a  sum  ample  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  the  Home.  But  the  subject  was  comparatively  new.  Its 
importance  was  not  realized,  and  the  idea  of  taxing  the  membership  was 
eminently  distasteful.  The  advocates  of  the  Home  had  no  idea  of  perilizing 
the  enterprise  by  stubbornly  holding  to  what  they  thought  was  the  proper 
financial  basis.  They  had  confidence  in  the  Order  in  Ontario,  and  felt  that  if  only  the  thin  end  of 
the  wedge  could  be  inserted,  the  desired  result  would  be  finally  obtained. 

They  agreed  that  the  fund  should  be  raised  by  voluntary  subscriptions  from  lodges  and 
individuals,  with  such  annual  appropriations  as  the  Grand  Lodge  might  be  able  to  make.  It  was 
not  a  bad  beginning.  The  subscription  list  had  now  reached  $2,000  ;  the  Grand  Lodge  appropri¬ 
ated  $1,000,  while  the  Rebekah  Assembly  reported  $350. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Home  should  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  consisting  of 
the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  ex  officio ,  and 
three  representatives  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  serve  for  three  years  ;  two  representatives 
from  the  Grand  Encampment,  and  two  from  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  The  Grand  Lodge  chose  as 
its  representatives  Past  Grand  Sire  Cl.  T.  Campbell  for  three  years,  Past  Grand  Master  W.  II. 
Hoyle  for  two  years,  and  Past  Grand  Master  Henry  White  for  one  year.  These  brethren  have 
continued  on  the  Board  until  the  present,  with  only  one  change.  Bro.  White  resigned  last  year, 
and  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  appointed  Past  Grand  Master  John  T.  Hornibrook 
in  his  place.  The  Grand  Encampment  sent  Grand  Scribe  M.  D.  Dawson  and  Past  Grand  Patriarch 
A.  H.  Blackeby,  who  are  still  on  the  Board.  The  Rebekah  Assembly  selected  Sisters  Laura  E. 
Ryan  and  Elizabeth  Lee.  Sister  Ryan  still  retains  her  position,  her  colleague  being  Sister  Ida  J. 
Robins.  Grand  Secretary  J.  B.  King  and  Grand  Treasurer  W.  J.  McCormack  continue  in  office, 
but,  of  course,  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  have  been  changing  each  year, 
so  that  the  Executive  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  always  on  the  Board. 

It  had  been  the  intention  of  the  Directors  to  purchase  land  and 
erect  buildings  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the  Home.  But  the  cost  of 
building  was  high,  and  an  opportunity  piesenting  itself,  it  was  decided 
to  purchase  a  property  which  could  be  utilized  without  great  expense. 

Accordingly,  on  the  8th  of  May,  1903,  a  farm  was  purchased  near 
Oakville,  in  the  fruit  belt  of  Ontario,  and  later  another  property- 
adjacent  was  secured,  and  the  buildings  remodelled  and  put  into  good 
repair.  Briefly  our  Home  may  be  thus  described  :  We  have  73  acres 
of  land,  of  which  55  acres  are  under  cultivation  -largely  with  fruit, 
though  enough  grain,  hay  and  vegetables  are  grown  to  supply  our 
own  establishment.  There  are  two  large  buildings — one  used  as  the 
headquarters,  with  accommodation  for  the  older  inmates  ;  the  other 
serves  as  an  Orphanage,  and  will  accommodate  40  children.  The

buildings  are  in  good  condition,  and  thoroughly  and  beautifully  furnished.  There  is  also  a  cottage 
which  serves  as  a  residence  for  the  Farm  Superintendent.  The  farm  is  well  supplied  with  stock 
and  implements.  There  is  an  excellent  system  of  sewerage,  and  water  supply.  The  Home,  with 
its  furnishings,  represents  an  asset  of  over  $20,000,  and  is  free  from  all  indebtedness. 

The  entire  cost  of  our  Home  has  been  met  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  grants  from  the 
Grand  Lodge.  It  is  hoped  that  some  day  the  Institution  will  be  self-supporting.  At  present  an 
annual  grant  of  $1,000  to  $1,500  from  the  Grand  Lodge  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  supplement  the 
voluntary  assistance  given  by  lodges  and  individuals,  and  the  revenue  from  the  farm. 

In  1905,  a  change  in  the  management  of  the  Home  was  made.  The  domestic  concerns  were 
placed  under  the  control  of  a  Matron,  while  the  farm  is  managed  by  an  experienced  farmer. 

At  present  there  are  ten  inmates  in  the  Home,  but  the  Orphanage,  while  fully  furnished,  is 
not  at  the  time  of  writing  in  use.

The  Home  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  main  road  about  two  miles  east  of  the  pretty  little 
town  of  Oakville,  and  has  a  fine  vista  over  the  waters  of  Lake  Ontario.  Being  surrounded  with 
trees  and  shrubbery  which  afford  grateful  shade  in  the  heat  of  summer,  and  located  in  a  most 
healthy  and  salubrious  climate,  it  is  an  exceedingly  pleasant  place,  and  one  that  is  greatly  enjoyed 
by  our  brothers  and  sisters  who  are  resting  there  in  the  declining  years  of  their  lives.  The  furnishing 
of  the  rooms  has  been  mainly  done  by  the  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  LodgesofOntario,  who  have  shown 
great  taste  and  judgment  in  the  superior  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  labors  of  love 
in  this  respect.  To  them  all  honor  is  due  for  their  sisterly  co-operation  in  a  good  cause,  and  for 
their  earnest  and  untiring  efforts  to  make  the  Ontario  Odd  Fellows’  Home  a  perfect  Paradise.

The  Triple  Link  Club  of  Toronto 

(By  One  of  the  Links.)

NE  of  the  most  useful  and  progressive  institutions  in  connection  with  Odd 
Fellowship  in  the  city  of  Toronto  is  an  organization  of  unaffiliated  members  of 
the  Order  representing  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union  and  every  Province  in 
Canada,  who  have  formed  themselves  into  an  Association  known  as  “  The 
Triple  Link  Club,”  and  are  doing  grand  work  in  carrying 
out  the  tenets  of  our  Order.  It  is  estimated  that  in 
Toronto  there  are  over  1,200  Odd  Fellows  who  belong  to 
lodges  remote  from  the  city,  and  being  “away  from  home,” 
and  consequently  out  of  touch  with  their  own  Lodges,  it  is  but  natural  that 
the  faithful  shoidd  seek  companionship  with  other  brethren  similarly 
situated,  and  by  the  ties  which  bind  our  great  fraternity  together,  keep 
alive  the  fires  which  burn  on  our  altars,  and  foster  the  spirit  of  Brotherhood 
and  Fraternal  Love.  In  February,  1902,  a  meeting  of  these  “  Lost 
Children”  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Medical  Branch,  under 
the  wing  of  the  Toronto  General  Relief  Board,  the  idea  being  that  by 
working  on  a  co-operative  basis  the  services  of  a  first-class  physician 
might  be  secured  to  the  unaffiliated  on  a  payment  of  a  small  annual  fee. 

A  goodly  number  responded  to  the  call,  most  of  them  at  that  time  being 
strangers  to  each  other,  but  all  bound  together  by  the  golden  chain 
of  Friendship,  and  their  hearts  filled  with  Love  for  the  grand 
institution  under  whose  banners  they  are  enrolled.  The  object  for 
which  the  meeting  had  been  called  having  been  fully  explained  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Relief 
Board,  a  thorough  discussion  of  the  subject  followed.  All  saw  the  need  of  such  a  system  of 
mutual  protection,  and  the  general  consensus  of  opinion  expressed  was  that  something  should  be 
done  to  make  the  suggested  ideas  practical.  A  bright  thought  flashed  across  the  mind  of  one 
of  the  brothers  present,  and  he  gave  expression  to  it  by  making  the  suggestion  that  the  gathering 
should  form  itself  into  a  permanent  organization  on  the  Social  Club  principle,  more  especially 
having  for  its  object  the  cultivation  of  a  strong  fraternal  spirit  among  its  members  ;  the 
adoption  of  a  system  of  mutual  aid  and  relief  in  times  of  sickness  and  trouble  ;  to  assist  worthy 
brothers  in  obtaining  employment  ;  and  by  united  endeavor  try  to  gather  in  other  members  of 
the  Order  who  were  situated  like  themselves,  and  make  them  feel  that  although  their  lines  might 
be  cast  in  “  strange  cities  and  distant  States,”  they  could  still  enjoy  the 
benefits  which  are  found  in  the  depths  of  a  warm  heart-to-heart  greeting, 
the  hearty  hand-clasp,  and  the  cheery  salutations  of  a  brother  Odd  h'ellow. 
The  idea  took  with  all  present.  It  was  just  what  their  hearts  yearned  for, 
and  that  night  the  “  Toronto  Triple  Link  Club”  was  formed  with  the 
selection  of  Bro.  John  A.  Macdonald  as  President;  Bro.  Wm.  J.  Vale  as 
Vice-President,  and  Bro.  A.  W.  Hill  as  Secretary.  A  committee  was 
appointed  to  draft  suitable  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  Club,  and  the 
Association  was  started  on  its  career  of  usefulness  with  great  cheer  and 
encouragement.  Of  the  many  enjoyable  evenings  that  have  been  spent  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Triple  Link  Club  since  its  organization  only  those 
who  have  participated  can  realize.  Of  the  great  good  it  has  accomplished 
in  bringing  back  to  the  fold  of  Odd  Fellowship  members  who  had  practi¬ 
cally  become  suspended  by  reason  of  neglect  to  pay  dues,  those  brothers 
only  know  ;  while  the  kindly  ministrations  and  timely  aid  which  have  been 
bestowed  on  brothers  in  sickness  and  distress  have  been  numerous. 
Friendships  have  been  formed  in  the  Triple  Link  Club  which  will  last  through  life,  and  the 
pleasant  evenings  spent  at  its  meetings  will  long  remain  in  the  minds  of  its  members  as  delightful 
memories.  The  doors  are  open  to  every  Odd  Fellow  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge,  no  matter 
where  he  hails  from,  and  no  password  is  required  to  gain  entrance.  A  warm,  hearty  welcome

awaits  all,  and  the  brother  who  is  a  stranger  in  the  city  is  made  to  teel  that  “  Here  Friendship’s 
power  is  shown  ”  to  the  full  limit  of  its  meaning.  The  Club  lias  at  present  about  400  names  on 
its  roll,  many  of  whom  are  indefatigable  workers  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.  As  an 
example  of  the  cosmopolitan  composition  of  the  Club,  it  may  be  stated  that  its  present  President, 

Bro.  E.  Edward  Teale,  is  a  member  ot  a  Brooklyn  (N.Y.)  Lodge  and  a 
Baltimore  Encampment  and  Canton  ;  Vice-President  James  Shand  is  a 
Canadian  Odd  Fellow  ;  Corresponding  Secretary  Fred  Hinnenkamp  is  a 
member  of  a  Cincinnati  lodge  ;  Recording  Secretary  1.  S.  Dewar  is  a 
Scottish-Canadian  brother,  and  Financial-Secretary  S.  R.  Johnson  remits 
his  quarterly  dues  to  a  lodge  in  Chicago.  The  members  generally  hail 
from  all  parts,  and  when  they  stand  up  at  their  regular  “experience 
meetings  ”  and  give  their  names,  rank,  and  location  of  the  lodge  to  which 
they  severally  belong,  it  is  an  interesting  surprise  to  the  listeners  to  find 
men  representing  widely  separated  Jurisdictions  who  are  temporarily 
located  in  Toronto,  all  still  active  in  the  work  ot  the  Order  and  fervently 
carrying  out  its  principles. 

The  Toronto  Triple  Link  Club  meets  on  the  third  Friday  evening  of 
each  month,  in  the  I.O. O.F.  Hall,  on  the  corner  ot  College  and  Yonge 
streets,  where  they  will  be  pleased  to  welcome  all  members  of  the  Order 
who  may  give  them  a  call.  They  desire  especially  to  have  all  unaffiliated 
brothers  who  may  be  in  the  city  drop  in  and  join  the  Club,  and  assist  in 
carrying  out  the  very  laudable  work  they  have  undertaken.  There  is  no 
joining  tee,  and  the  dues  are  only  $1.00  per  year.  For  an  extra  dollar, 
payable  annually,  a  brother  can  join  the  Medical  Branch,  and  thus  have  the 
services  ot  a  first-class  physician  when  required,  which  is  a  great  advantage, 
and  shows  the  benefit  of  mutual  co-operation.  “  No  man  liveth  for  himself 
alone,”  and  the  members  steadfastly  believe  in  this  proverb.  Hence  they 
are  anxious  to  do  good  for  “the  strangers  within  our  gates,”  and  cordially 
invite  all  to  attend  any  of  their  meetings  and  get  acquainted. 

The  Past  Presidents  of  the  Triple  Link  Club  are  still  active  in  the 
work  of  the  Association,  and  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  more  “links” 
to  weld  into  their  chain  of  membership.  They  are  Bro.  John  A.  Macdonald,

John  T.  Wear,  P.G.,  of  Frontier  Lodge  No.  45,  of  Windsor,  Ont.,  each 
ot  whom  had  very  successful  terms  while  occupying  the  principal  chair.

IE  institution  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Ontario  was  the  result  of  a  Grand 
Convention  of  members  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  which  met  at  Stratford  on 
August  1 2th,  1891,  when  Bro.  Dr.  Cl.  T.  Campbell  (Acting-  Grand  Sire) 
presided,  and  in  due  form  organized  the  Assembly  and 
who  had  been  chosen  by  the  delegates,  as  follows  : 

Bowden,  of  Windsor  ;  Vice-President,  Sister  E.  Cook,  of 
Toronto  ;  Secretary,  Sister  Maggie  Waddell,  of  St. 

Thomas  ;  Treasurer,  Sister  Helen  Crozier,  of  Gananoque  ;  Warden,  Sister 
M.  G.  Saunders,  of  London  ;  Chaplain,  Sister  G.  J.  Brill,  of  Guelph  ; 

Guardian,  Sister  li.  Seels,  of  Toronto.  There  were  only  eighteen  delegates 
present,  representing  nine  lodges,  but  all  were 
imbued  with  the  true  spirit  of  the  Order,  and 
manifested  enthusiastic  zeal  in  their  endeavors  to 
extend  the  work  of  the  Rebekah  Branch.  That 
their  efforts  in  this  direction  have  been  successful 
is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  on  June  3oth,  1905, 
there  were  66  Rebekah  Lodges  in  Ontario,  with  a 
total  membership  of  3,613  brothers  and  sisters. 

And  still  the  good  work  is  going  on,  with 
prospects  of  a  large  increase  in  members  when 

this  year’s  reports  are  all  received.  The  Rebekahs  of  Ontario  are  a  live 
lot  of  workers,  and  are  steadily  building  up  that  branch  in  this  jurisdiction. 
To  them  the  brethren  of  this  Province  owe  very  much  for  their  valued 
assistance  and  hearty  support  at  all  times  when  anything  for  “  the  good 
of  the  Order”  is  suggested.  In  common  with  the  entire  fraternity 
in  Canada,  the  Rebekahs  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  their  brothers  and  sisters  from  other 
jurisdictions,  and  will  endeavor  to  make  their  visit  to  Toronto  as  pleasant  and  happy  as 
possible. 

On  another  page  of  this  book  will  be  found  the  portraits  of  the 
officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Ontario  and  the  lady  members  of 
the  Toronto  General  Committee,  ail  of  whom  are  noted  for  their  earnest 
and  unselfish  efforts  to  promote  the  work  of  humanity  as  exemplified  by 
the  beautiful  ritual  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah. 

In  the  dark  hours  of  adversity,  affliction  and  sorrow,  when  the 
human  heart  yearns  for  sympathy  and  consolation,  the  sisters  of  the 
Rebekah  branch  are  found  like  ministering  angels  endeavoring  to  assuage 
the  woes  and  miseries  of  the  suffering,  and  in  their  sphere  perform  un¬ 
told  deeds  of  kindness  that  remain  imperishable  in  the  memories  of  the 
beneficents.  Every  true  Odd  Fellow  is  proud  of  this  splendid  auxiliary 
to  our  Order.  May  God  prosper  them  in  their  noble  work  of  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  ameliorate  the  sorrows  of  mankind.

The  Toronto  General  Relief  Board 

“  We  command  you  to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead  and  educate  the  orphan. 


O  a  city  of  the  size  and  population  of  Toronto,  with  its  varied  industries, 
numerous  manufactories,  fine  shipping  facilities  and  great  commercial  life, 
there  is  much  to  attract  people  who  are  in  quest  of  employment,  or  who 
may  so  strongly  be  possessed  of  that  inherent  desire  to  better  their  condition  that 
they  are  constrained  to  journey  to  the  large  centres.  Consequently  the  tide  of 
travel  ebbs  and  flows  with  unceasing  regularity  through  this  metropolis,  and 
among  the  countless  thousands  who  enter  the  portals  of  Toronto  there  is 
of  course  the  usual  proportion  of  members  of  our  Order.  Among  this  great  mass  ot 
moving  humanity  numerous  cases  of  sickness  and  adversity  constantly  occur,  and  with  a  view 
to  giving  practical  aid,  comfort  and  attention  to  sick  and  stranded  Odd  bellows  who  might 
need  brotherly  services  in  dark  days  of  distress,  the  Toronto  General  Relief  Board  was  formed 
about  thirty  years  ago  ;  and  the  great  good  this  organization  has  done  within  the  past  three 
decades  would,  if  published,  fill  the  pages  of  a  very  large  book.  The  Board  is  composed  of 
two  members  from  each  of  the  seventeen  Subordinate  Lodges  and  four  Encampments  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  and  is  maintained  by  a  per  capita  tax  of  16  cents  per 
year  of  their  membership.  Thus  the  foundation  of  a  substantial  fund  is 
laid  ;  but  it  is  to  the  earnest  and  zealous  work  of  the  members  ot  the 
Board  that  its  great  success  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  systematic 
relief  is  largely  due.  Comparatively  few  Odd  Fellows  who  reside  outside 
of  the  city  of  Toronto  fully  understand  the  constitution  and  operation 
of  the  work  of  the  General  Relief  Board.  Its  object  is  to  visit  and 
care  for  the  sick  and  distressed  brethren  who  are  not  members  of  any 
of  the  city  lodges,  and  it  is  therefore  doing  a  grand  work  in  carrying 
out  the  commands  ol  our  laws.  Among  the  large  number  of  unaffiliated 
Odd  Fellows  residing  in  the  city,  cases  of  sickness  constantly  prevail, 
consequently  there  is  always  some  under  the  care  of  the  Board  ;  and  no 
person  except  those  benefited,  or  those  connected  directly  with  the  work, 
knows  of  the  whole-hearted  and  kindly  interest  taken  by  its  members  in 
bestowing  brotherly  ministrations  and  practical  deeds  of  kindness  to  the 
sufferers.  The  hospitals  are  regularly  visited  and  the  sick  rooms  of  suffering  brothers  made 
brighter  by  the  cheery  words  and  kindly  solicitude  of  members  of  the  Board,  while  many 
widows  and  orphans  have  had  occasion  to  bless  the  Order  for  aid  given 
and  loving  sympathy  expressed  when  most  needed. 

The  Relief  Board  maintains  two  cots  in  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
at  a  cost  of  $2,000  each,  where  any  brother  may  send  his  children  for 
treatment  free  of  charge. 

In  Mount  Pleasant  Cemetery  the  Relief  Board  has  a  beautiful  burial 
plot,  wherein  the  remains  of  any  brother  without  friends  or  relatives  may 
be  interred.  It  is  located  in  a  prominent  position  in  the  Cemetery,  and 
is  marked  by  a  magnificent  monument,  an  illustration  of  which  will  be 
found  on  another  page  of  this  book. 

A  few  years  ago  the  Relief  Board  conceived  the  idea  of  forming  a 
Medical  Branch  for  the  benefit  of  all  unaffiliated  Odd  Fellows  in  the  city

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who  might  desire  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  skilful  physician  in  times  of  sickness  at  a 
nominal  cost.  A  meeting  of  the  unaffiliated  was  called,  and  the  plan  explained,  when  a  large 
number  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  to  get  medical  service  by  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $i  a  year.  As  a  result  of  this  preliminary  meeting  the  Triple  Link  Club  was 
formed,  and  ever  since  the  two  organizations  have  been  working  hand  in  hand.  Dr.  E.  Fraser 
Bowie,  Past  Grand  of  Laurel  Lodge,  No.  iio,  was  appointed  physician  for  the  Medical  Branch, 
and  many  brothers  have  had  the  benefit  of  his  excellent  professional  skill  in  times  of  sickness 
through  the  thoughtful  action  of  the  Relief  Board. 

During  last  year  over  $3,000  were  paid  out  by  the  Board  in  sick,  funeral  and  widows’ 
benefits,  and  at  present  the  number  of  sick  brothers  continuously  under  its  care  average  from 
twelve  to  fifteen.  When  it  is  known  that  members  of  Toronto  city  lodges  are  not  entitled  to 
relief  from  the  Board,  but  only  those  who  are  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing  in  lodges  located 
elsewhere,  it  will  be  realized  how  much  good  is  being  performed  by  the  Relief  Board  in  their 
self-sacrificing  efforts  to  “  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  protect  the 
widow  and  educate  the  orphan.”  And  yet  every  Toronto  Odd  Fellow  contributes  16  cents  a 
year  to  assist  in  carrying  out  this  work  of  humanity.  Some  of  the  subordinate  lodges  of  the 
Jurisdiction  occasionally  make  grants  toward  the  fund,  which  is  gratefully  received  and  faith¬ 
fully  applied  to  relieve  the  needs  of  the  needy. 

The  President  of  the  Relief  Board  for  the  present  year  is  Bro.  Roger  S.  Crocker,  D.D.G.  P., 
and  the  Secretary  is  Bro.  Wm.  J.  McCormack,  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario.  Bro.  McCormack  has  performed  the  arduous  duties  of  Secretary  for  the  past  fifteen 
years,  and  is  assiduous  in  carrying  out  the  work  assigned  to  him.  He  is  a  loyal  and  faithful 
brother,  who  is  an  earnest  laborer  in  the  vineyard  of  Odd  Fellowship. 


ALFRED  COYELL.  P.D.D.G.M.,  TREASURER  RELIEF  BOARD. 

FIE  subject  of  this  short  sketch  is  well  known  among  the  society  of  Odd  Fellows.  He 
was  born  in  St.  John’s,  Nfld.,  on  June  nth,  1844.  He  came  to  the  city  of  Toronto  in 
1868,  and  joined  Canada  Lodge  in  1871,  and  has  been  in  active  membership  the 
whole  of  that  time.  He  has  filled  nearly  all  the  offices  in  the  subordinate  lodge  ;  was 
elected  D.D.G.M.  in  the  year  1889,  and  has  been  almost  continuously  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  since  that  year.  In  addition  to  these  duties  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Relief  Board  for  the  past  twenty-eight  years  and  treasurer  of  the  Board 
for  ten  years.  He  devoted  a  great  deal  of  his  time,  and  brought  to  a  consummation  the 
Odd  Fellows’  monument,  which  he  has  the  proud  satisfaction  of  seeing"  erected  on  the 
plot  of  which,  in  a  large  measure,  he  was  the  originator.  In  addition  to  these  various 
duties  to  which  he  has  given  his  valuable  time,  he  very  rarely  is  absent  from  his  lodge. 
Taken  altogether,  Bro.  Coyell  we  may  safely  say  has  spent  the  major  portion  of  his 
life  in  Odd  Fellowship,  and  there  are  few  members,  both  in  the  city  and  the  province,  who 
are  not  acquainted  with  him  and  his  services  to  our  Order.  Bro.  Coyell  has  had  the 
distinguished  honor  of  being"  made  a  life  member  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  No.  16,  A.  F’.  &  A.  M. ,  and 

also  represents  that  lodge  on  the  benevolent  board,  of  which  he  at  present  is  the  Vice-President.

An  exceedingly  large  shipping  trade  is  enjoyed  by  the  fruit  growers  of  the  Niagara  district,  the 
majority  of  whom  are  men  of  progressive  ideas,  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  their  business, 
and  are  prospering  thereby.  By  taking  the  steamers  “Garden  City”  and  “  Lakeside”  from  Toronto 
to  Port  Dalhousie,  and  thence  by  the  Niagara,  St.  Catharines  and  Toronto  Electric  Railway  to 
Niagara  Falls,  the  traveller  passes  through  the  heart  of  the  Fruit  Belt  of  the  Niagara  district, 
which  will  be  found  a  perfect  Paradise,  not  only  in  the  season  of  bud  and 
golden  autumn,  when  the  clinging  fruit,  kissed  by  the  bright  sunlight,  is 
suggestive  of  that  poet’s  fancy  who  has  enthusiastically  described  it  as  being 
“as  fair  as  the  Garden  of  Eden.”  A  quick  run  by  electric  car  from  Port 
Dalhousie  of  three  or  four  miles  brings  the  traveller  to  the  beautiful  city  of 
St.  Catharines,  which  is  rightly  designated  “The  Garden  City  of  Canada.” 

It  is  the  seat  of  the  County  of  Lincoln,  and  has  a  population  of  about  12,000. 

Owing  to  the  excellent  water  power  available  from  the  Welland  Canal,  and 
good  shipping  facilities,  St.  Catharines  has  become  an  important  manufactur¬ 
ing  centre  and  is  a  prosperous  community.  It  has  eighteen  churches,  seven 
public  schools,  two  colleges,  a  collegiate  institute,  an  academy,  a  fine  public 
library,  a  general  hospital  and  training  school  for  nurses,  besides  other 
excellent  public  buildings.  Its  streets  are  wide  and  shady,  and 

are  adorned  with  many  handsome 
private  residences  which  are  accept¬ 
able  to  the  critical  eye.  For  many 

years  St  Catharines  has  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  being  a 
famous  health  resort,  owing  to  the  medicinal  properties  of  its 
saline  mineral  springs,  which  attract  people  from  longdistances. 
Several  good  hotels  give  ample  accommodation  for  tourists.
